Cables vrere laid, including a 2?-core, 60 -mm, 6,000 Volt 
cable loading from the electric power station to the new shipbuilding shop- ail 
buildings were equipped with alarm devices connecting thenr with the fire station.

k. The shipyard was a state enterprise. Inspections by commissions were frequently 
made; navy officers were also seen with such commissions. In 19lt9, a Hungarian 
was manager of the shipyard. Source remembered that two operating engineers were 
named Gatchino (fnu) and Goldin (ffcu). 

5® In 19h9» the labor force of the shipyard numbered about 750 civilians, including 
about 100 women plus up to k00 PV/s. «ork was done in one eight-hour shift* only 
the forge worked two shifts. The shipyard iiad spur-tracks* Several new tracks 
wore laid between 19 LS and 19k9* One secondary railroad was said to establish 
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a uiroct connection with the naval harbor to the south, one Diesel locomotive, one
